emigres in the united States, arjd has for some time boon 
National Coromnncler of the Legion of Estonian Liberation^ 
Consequently, we have established a relati cvnship with him 
over the years in which Raus has been willing to act for 
the Agency in connection with our intelligence interests, 
iiis mission was to identify, select, and aid in the re- 
cruitment ov Estonian emigres for intelligence -r.issi or:r 
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abroad, primarily into the Soviet Onion. This mission

In Estonian cmifire or^anifat tons * Heine had first .cone ■ 

to our attention in li>5 7 when he was released from a

Soviet orison camp and travelled to Germany, allegedly 
as a returning Gorman Jtt that time he had beeii in- 

terrogateo by Agency cffieor.V, hut his story was not given 
credence. Thus, when Heine visited the United States in 
13A3 we conducted an intensive analysis of all information 
that could be developed on Heine which was available from 
a number of sources. . This analysis, coupled with our know- 
ledge of other similar cases and of the techniquss of 

penetration ;md deception employee by the KC3, lod our

experts in counterintelligence to the firn conclusion that 

Heine was a controlled agent of the KGH. His efforts to

establish hircself vith Estonian^ otnig re groups in the United 

States, therefore, becane of ’great concern to us % not only

because of the problem of impairment or our intelligence 
ef fort hut because of* personal danger to members of the 
emigre groups who cooperated ’with us. Accordingly, it 
was deto rmisw.-o t. at toe ■■■stonian emigre .groups should be 
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appropriately warned of our conclusion* a* to Heine's 
control by the kGS and the obvious dangers involved, 

Raus was the obvious emissary for this purpose and was 

i 

briefed on our analysis and conclusions and instructed 

to -warn appropriate persons in the emigre groups. He

.. cid so and. inevitably the word got back to Hoine , who 

r 

then announced tiiat he intended to sue for slander. 

Again wo believe this ir. consistent with KGB policy and 
techniques. because of its obvious divisive influence 
within the Estonian groups. 

Once the copplaint was brought, it became clear after 
careful study that our emissary was in serious personal 
trouble as, a result of his action taken undo r our instruc- 
tions. Accordingly, with the full cooperation of the 
Department of Justice affidavits, were filed on behaif of 
the defendant, Raus, to establish that when making the 
statCBjents concerning iieine h* was acting within the scope 
of his employment and the statements were, therefore, 
privileged. Since the case is presently before the court 
for decision, we have felt that^ it would he completely in- 
appropriate for us to comment further publicly at this time

on the merits of the case or the newspaper stories concerning
